New Boston apparently was a 
bustling community even in 1875. Memory A é 
The business and professional people 1G pt 
in New Boston included Charles ane ‘e 
Dennis, Lawyer; M.H. Ellis General By R.P. Lilly 
merchandise, farmer, manufacturer of 

lumber and charcoal; W.S. Hosmer, Tiistice of the Peace; Erastus Hale, meat 
market proprietor; Peter Lewis, farmer and collector; Amos Martin, manu- 
facturer of lumber; H.R. Nowland, Deputy Sheriff; Robert Outwait, black- 
smith; E.E. Ryan, saloon proprietor; James Stewart, proprietor of flour mill, 
and Justice of the Peace; Stephen Sims, Township Clerk and General 
Merchandise store; Andrew Scram, wagon maker; G.C. Schultz, copper 
shop and cider mill; N.P. Thayer proprietor of the Thayer House (Hotel).: 


In 1880 the village had a population of 284. The town board was 
authorized to bond the town for $3,000.00 to build a bridge across the river 
in New Boston, the bridge to be a span of 100 feet, to be built of iron and 
concrete with a 16 foot roadway. The contract was awarded to Mt. Vernon 
Bridge Co. of Mt. Vernon, Ohio on July 25, 1888. The bridge was complet- 
ed and accepted in December 12, 1888 at a cost of $3450.00, seven years 
after the village was incorporated in 1881. 


Willow, which was Belden back in the 1870's, was another busy vil- 
lage in Huron Township. The following merchants and businessmen were 
listed in a Historical Atlas. Thomas Parkers, dealer in general merchandise 
and notary public; Charles Ruggles, local blacksmith who came from 
Reading, PA. In 1875; D. Sulliville, wood contractor; W.J. Tripp, carpenter 
& joiner; Mathias Wisert, brick manufacturer; Stephen Winne, cooper; 
Lyman Ash, goldsmith and farmer; Isaac Biddlecombe, groceries, boots & 
shoes (who came from England in 1866). William Bonker was a Justice of 
the Peace and Attorney. Jacob Brinning was listed as a constable, carpenter 
and joiner; George A. Curtiss was a lumber dealer; 

T.J. Dutches was a village blacksmith at Willow, and William Fuller 
and F.S. Felt were stave manufacturers; Harrison Gillett was a cooper; 
Charles Haight operated a sawmill and A.J. Norton was township treasure 
and farmer. 

Can anyone out there trace their family back to any of these folks? If
